HEODORE J, WINT, 
lately relieved of com- 
mand of Jefferson 
Barracks by Col. Reu- 
ben F. Bernard, has 
been spoken of as an 
officer who rose from 
the ranks.’’ He bears 
the title of Captain 
now and is the prop- 
erty of the Fourth 
Cavalry, thongh at 
present he bas command of Company O of 
instruction at Jefferson Barrecks. 

Oapt. Wint did rise rfom the ranks, but the 
statement witbout an explanation conveys a 
false trpression. He was a volunteer in 1661 
@nd secured a cominission in 186 which he 
carried three months and was then mastered 
out. He bad a taste of army life and enlisted 
in February, 1865, inthe army. By the time 
snow came that year he had, through the in- 
Duende of friends, secured a commission as 
ond Lieutenant, and by the exercise of 
more Influence became a First- Lieutenant the 

year. 

Since 1866 his rise has been slow Indeed. 
He became commandant at Jefferson Bar- 
racks on the temporary retirement of Maj. 
Perry only because he was the senior Captain 
at the post. 

DURING MAJ. PERRY’S STAY 

at the Barracks there had been many matters 
megiected that affected the well-being and 
Giscipline of the recruits. For most ot the 
time Maj. Perry was in bad health, and during 
the latter part of his stay at the Barracks 
was unable to give personal supervision 
to apy matters. A number of abuses which 
bad existed before gained strength through 
this neglect, and company commanders grew 
very negligent of their duties. 

When Capt. Wint took command of the Bar- 
racks there was littie or no change made for 
the better, and it was during this term that 
the Post-DIsPaTOH reporter-recruit bad ex- 
perience of barracks’ life, which he so grapb- 
Wally detailed in the coluwns of this paper. 

From the time of the publication of the 
Arst of the articles telling of the horrors with 
which a recruit was surrounded, Capt. Wint, 
assuming that he was being personally at- 
tacked, took a position of defense. Without 
investigation he set the whole matter down as 
a piece of dreadful impertinence. 

Tus articles attracted the attention of the 
authorities at Washington as well as the en- 
tire army. Gen. Scbofield and Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Kelton read the series of reveiations, and 
seeing that in the story of the 
reporter-recruit were reasons enough to 
explain the desertion of 34 per cent of the en- 
listed men from Jefferson Barracks, called 
the attention of the Secretary of War to the 
matter.

No other company commanders appeared 
before the Court to volunteer information re- 
garding instructions to their kitchen ser- 
geants, Capt. Wallace of Company B did 
not tell the Court that in the latter part of 
July be had instructed his kitchen sergeant 
to be liberal in his purehases and make no 
more saving in rations. Capt. Rucker of 
Com D did not volunteer any similar 
information. Yet Company B, which has the 
reputation of being the worst fed company 
in the Barracks, and Company D make ex- 
cellent showings in comparison with Capt 
Wint’s Company ©.

NEw York, Oct. 12.—A Jamaica special to 
the Heraid says: On the arrival of the United 
States corvette Galens in this port from Na- 
vassa, the scene of the recent mutiny among 
the negro laborers, I boarded the ship for in- 
formation.

SZEN BY THE GRAND JURY. 


If the death of Feeks comes up before the 
Grand- jury for action, as is not unlikely, they 
will not need many witnesses, tor nearly 
every one of them saw the man transfixed in 
mid-air. The Grand-jury was in session in 
the General Sessions Building, which is Dut 
afew steps from the scene of the tragedy, 
and adjourned just as Feeks was ascending 
the fatal telegraph pole. He was dead by the 
time they reached the street and hearing the 
shouts of excited men and seeing people run- 
ning from all directious they went down 
Chambers street to the corner and waited till 
the body had been removed. They all er 
pressed their horror at the possibility of such 
a tragedy occurring inthe very heart of the 
city and were vehement in denouncing the 
men who maintained the electric light wires 
as a menace to life in spite of repeated warn- 
ings. If the Coroner holds anybody responsi- 
bie for the death of Feeks the District Attor- 
ney will probably bring the case up for action 
of the Grand- jury. 

STORY OF AN BYE- WITNESS. 

An eye-witness relates: ‘‘I stood on Center 
street this afternoon and witnessed an awful 
spectacle. A man was hanging dead in the 
air, tangled inthe hundreds of wires that in- 
tersectat Center and Chamber streets. His 
extended hand was bloody and the fingers 
were curved in as if they pressed around some 
object held in their grasp. The attitude was 
ehbaracteristic. It told the whole story. The 
poor fellow who perished at so perilous a 
height had been a lineman, and the bieeding 
and lactrated hand had held asmall pair of 
steel clippers used by men of his calling in 
cutting wires. I did not see bim die. Few of 
the thousands, who, with their heads thrown 
back, locked up at the horribie sight were 
present when the merciless deathstroke came. 
But everybody knew that the man had lost his 
life in the line of duty, and thatthe deadly 
electric light wires were responsible for the 
tragedy. The story of his terrible death passed 
from one to another, and the great crowd was 


full of the warmest sympatqy for the 
victim and those he leaves bebind. The mul- 
titude, forty feet below, grew, and each new- 
comer had terror picture in hig countenance.

tainly seems warranted. When it is stated 
thatthe erection of a frame stable or closed 
shea within the fre limits is positively pro- 
hibited by ordinance, the wonder caused by 
the apparent violation of the law now going 
on on Broadway and Oarr street can be un- 
derstood. The fact, too, that the supposed 
violator was none other than the Sheriff of St. 
Louls has added no littie to the astonish 
ment manifested. When the old sale stable 
which occupied the site was burned down 
the Pohimans built, for temporary accom- 
modations, a lot of opensheds on the four 
sides oftheir lot. Onthe southeast corner 
they put up a frame office which was entirely 
closed. This was in violation of the city 
ordinance, but nothing was done about it. 
These open sheds which were not in violation 
ot the ordinance have been used ever since 


the fire as stalle for horses which were to be 
offered for sale. But now that the winter 
is coming on open sheds would be very 
poor quarters for horses, and the Pohimans 
appreciating this fact decided to erect some- 
thing better. This they bave been having 
done tor several days, but whether the new 
structure is to be an inclosed stabie or a big 
shed is open to dispute. 
NO PERMIT TAKEN OUT. 

A PostT- DISPATCH reporter called on Bulld- 
ing Commissioner Furlong this morning and 
asked Lim whether the frame structure being 
put up bythe Sherif was not a violation of 
the ordinance. 

What building is that?“ hesaid, ‘‘I have 
not heard of any.’’ 

He was informed that the building referred 
to was on the site of the old stables on Broad- 
way and Carr streets, and he called in Mr. 
Hester, who is the inspector in that district. 
Mr. Hester said that he did not know that any 
building was being putup by the Pobimans. 
He had not passed Broadway and Carr for 
several days, and had received no notification 
of any violation of the ordinance. 

That's the first we have heard of it, said 
Mr. Furlong. 

Has Pohbiman taken out any permit here 
recently?“ he asked ofa clerk. 

No slr, swered the clerk. 

Il investigate the matter this afternoon,’’ 
said Mr. Hester, ‘‘and if the fire ordinance has 
been violated Sheriff Pohiman will be prose- 
cuted as quickly as anybody else. The fine for 
a violation of the ordinance ranges from $25 to 
$500, and moreover we can compel the removal 
of the structure. 

‘THE ORDINANCE. 

A copy of the building ordinance was se- 
cured and that portion which has a bearing 
on the Pohiman case reads as follows: 

Upon the pecan of a written peti- 
tion, signed a majority of the property 
owners in any block within the city, the 8 
missioner of Public Buildings ye issue per- 
mits for the erection of inclosed frame sheds 
or stadles iu the rear of lots; provided that 
the said sheds or stables shall not be larger in 
area than twenty by thirty-fve feet, and six- 
teen feet high. and the roof of the same shail 
be covered with composition and gravel 
roofing, tin, iron or other incombustibie ma- 
terial.

A FLAGRANT VIOLATION 
of the ordinance is clear. According to the 
Building Commissioner’s statement they have 
not even gone through the formality of apply- 
ing for apermit. The officer who walks the 
beat on which the stable or shed is being 
erected has not seen fit to inguire whether 
there was apermit issuedfor the structure 
and bas made no report of the matter what- 
ever; or at least if he did no word of the viola- 
tion reached tLe Building Commissioner. 
WHAT THE SHERIFF 6AYS5. 

Sheriff Pohiman was seen this afternoon and 
asked foran explanation of his violation of 
the ordinance in erecting a frame stable in 
the fire limits. 

‘*I ain’t erecting any stable, he said. ‘*I 
turned the business all over to my brother, 
and he is putting up a shed there to keep the 
snow out; that’s all. 

But it will bea closed shed from present 
appearances, and that is the same as a stabie 
as far as its erection being a violation of the 
ordinance is concerned?’

But even if what Sheriff Pohiman says of his 
brother’s intentions is true, the shed will still 
be in violation ofthe ordinance, for it will be 
considerably larger in area than twent 
by thirty-five feet, the limit fixed by the ordſ- 
nance. Inspector Hester will, as stated, in- 
vestigate the matter at once, and it is prob- 
able thatthe Sheriff will have to answer to 
two charges—one of erecting a building with- 
out a permit and another of putting up a 
structure which is in violation of the fire ord!- 
nance. 

Hundreds of poor prople, anxious to in- 
crease their limited accommodations, are 
every month refused permits to build little 
sheds. In some few instances of violations 
the bkuilding Department has taken to itself 
considerable credit for prosecutions under 
this ordinance. There appears in this instance 
to bea lack of information or reprehensible 
favoritism.

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Thousands of Acres of Forest and Prairie 
Devastated in Minnesota. 


St. Par, Minn., Oct. 12.—The spread of 
prairie and forest fires in Minnesota is becom- 
ing alarming. Bad fires are reported south- 
east of Moorhead, along the Hinckley Branch 
of the Manitoba Road; north of Stillwater, on 
the Run River, and in several other localities. 
The air is fllek with smoke. There had been 
almost no wind, however, else the losses 


would have been immense. Several hundred 
tons of hay have been burned at Groundbouse, 
onthe Run River, and the fire has gotten 
into the pine. A large wsrehouse at 
Groundhouse, filled with lumbermen's sup- 
plies, isin such imminent danger of destruc- 
tion that its contents are being hauled away 
and deposited inthe wet marshes. The fire 
has swept away the crops in man I 
in the neighborhood of &t. Cloud. N. 
P. Clark lost over 100 tons ot hay, and on 
the Darnley farm the fire has burned up every- 
thing and bas penetrated the earth several 
feet into a peat . State Senator John F. 
Haggart of Fargo has lost bis house, barn, 
machinery and many horses and cattile,includ- 
ing several thoroughbreds. His loss will 
reach $10,000. The fire is eating its way in 
every direction and thousands of acres of 
ine and prairie land will be burned over un- 
ess there is a beavy rain. The drought is 
the most extended and unusual ever Known 
in Minnesota. The customafy fall rains bave 
been looked for in vain and there is as littie 
indications of rain to-day asa month ago.

Suffering Among the Farmers in the 
Drought Belt of Dakota. 


Curcaco, III., Oct. 12.—A dispatch from St. 
Paul, says; ‘‘Owing tothe extreme drought 
there was a failure of crops in Ramsey County, 
Dak., and in consequence over one hundred 
families are reported to be without any means 
of subsistence during the coming winter. Two 
lady delegates, Mre. N. Kellner, President, 


and Mre. C. N. Pickering, Secretary of the 
Ramsey County Relief Committee, have ar- 
rived in St. Paul to n urge the cause 
of the sufferers. The ladies brought with 
them a letter signed by about sixty of the 
business firms of Grand Forks and vicinity. 
In an Interview Mrs. Kellner says the half 
has not been told of the 9 ot the 
farmers living in the drouth delt of Ramsey 
County. There have been three successive 
failures of the crops, and over a hundred 
families are not only on the ve 
tion, but without sufficient clothing to pro- 
tect them from the weather even at this sea- 
son. Dozens of men, women and children 
are without shoes or stockings and many of 
the little ones have no other covering 
than an ordinary gunnyseck with holes 
cut for the head and arms. For 
weeks these people have been subsisting upon 
roots or herbs, until now thelr supplies are 
wholly exhausted. Somefiour has been sent 
in from the outside, but not enough to give 
each of the families a supply foreven one 
batch of bread. Unless relief is received very 
nger.
